QUALIFICATION OF ELECTORS—General 

Every person, male or female, shall be qualified to vote, 
who— ‘ 

(a) Is a Brifish subject by birth or naturalization, 

(b) Te of the full age of twenty-one years, and 

(c) Has resided in Canada for at least twelve months, 
and in the constituency for at least two months immediately 
prior tp the issue of the Writ of Election. 

Indians who served in the late war, whether resident on 4 
reserve or not, are entitled to vote, as are also all Indians 
not resident on a reserve. 

A man born in Canada of foreign-born parents is @ Brit 
ish subject by birth.

NATURALIZATION—Foreign-Born Men 

Foreign-born naturalized men consist of two classes: 

(a) Those personaliy naturalized by application and cer- 
tificate. 

(b) Those whoee fathers were personally naturalized by 
application and certificate while they were minors under 
the age of twenty-one years. 


, NATURALIZATION—Foreign-Born Women se 

(a). A British-born woman, single or married to a British 
subject, is a British subject and entitled to vote. 

(b) A British-born woman married to an unnaturalized 
alien is an alien and not entitled to vote. é 

(ce) A foreign-born woman personally naturalized and sin- 
gle is a British subject and entitled to vote. ; 

(da) A woman born in Canada of foreign-born parents 15 
a natural born British subject and is entitled to vote. — 

(e) A foreign-born woman married to a British subject 
is a British subject, and if she has been personally natural- 
ized, or if she was born on the North American continent, 
or if she was entitled to vote prior to the passing of the Do- 
minion Elections Act, 1920, or if she was naturalized 
through the naturalization of her father while she was a 
minor, she may vote without having a Voting Certificate. 

(f) A foreign-born woman born elsewhere than on the 
North Ameriean continent, and who has been a resident of 
Canada for five years, and who is @ British subject simply 
because she is married to a British subject, must procure 4 
Voting Certificate in order to vote. ! 

This Certificate may be obtained by appearing personally 
before a judge and satisfying him that she is twenty-one 
years of age, has a knowledge of French or English. is of 

od mora! character, and has been a resident of Canada 

or five years.

judges of the Supreme or Dis- 
trict Court are present at the Court House on almost every 
day of the week, and applicants should call at the Court 
House and arrange with the clerk for an appointment with 
a judge. Outside these cities a District Court judge can be 
found. when not on eireuit, at the town where the Court 
House for the Judicial District is located. ' 

District Court, upon which the judge attends, is held at 
several pointe in the judicial district on specified dates, 
and one of these points might be nearer than the court 
centre. Information as to the dates and places of such 
court sittings can be obtained from the court officials. 
Notice of intention to appear should be given where pos- 
sible. No fee is charged and the Voting Certificate once 
granted is good for future elections.

Rural lists are to be posted up in conspicuous places, on 
the day before nomination.

A rural poll elector whose name is not om the list may 
nevertheless vote if on election day he swears and brings a 
neighbor whose name is on the list who swears that such 
elector is entitled to vote. 


URBAN LISTS 


If a person’s name is not on the list as posted, it may be 
added during the period of which notice is given for the 
revision of the list, BUT THE LIST AS IT STANDS A? 
THE CONCLUSION OF THE REVISION IS FINAL and 
in urban polls there is no provision for swearing in votes 
of persons whose names are not on the list,

British people, has atill the right to 
veto legislation of the Canadian par- 
Nament, and that in many other ways 
we are not yet a self governing peo- 
ple under the British crown, exempli- 
fied today by the fact that it is not 
the Canadian government which sends 
Sir Robert Borden to the Washing- 
ton conference. I hope to have other 
opportunities to express these views.”
